EXTENSION OF TRABE UNDERSTANDING—SWEDEN 


The Department of State has announced an extension of present trade arrangements 
with Sweden to June 30, 1949, or until Sweden ratifies the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, whichever is earlier. The action was taken, the Department said, in view of the 
continued substantial deficit in Sweden’s trade with the hard currency areas of the world. 


LYONS WILL INSPECT LIBERIA FREE PORT 


Thomas E. Lyons, special assistant to the Secretary of Commerce and executive sec- 
retary of the Foreign Trade Zones Board in the Department of Commerce, departed for 
Monrovia, Liberia, where he is to undertake a survey of the American-constructed port 
which is soon to be opened and which will be the first free port on the West Coast of 
Africa. 

Mr. Lyons is a well-known authority on free ports and foreign trade zones, having 
served as adviser on the subject to the Government of Panama. He has lectured through- 
out the United States, Canada, and several South American countries on free ports, and 
studied free port systems in 14 European nations. He is also the author of numercus 
bulletins and reports on shipping and free ports.

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Plugging 
Illegal 


Export Leaks

NE of the facts which we in the Office of International Trade have had to 
face is that export control as a whole will never be popular. And so it is 
always a pleasant surprise to find that a new export contro] regulation has 


been given an enthusiastic reception by the majority of United States Foreign traders. 

Such a reception greeted OIT’s recently announced 3-point program to secure 
the maximum measure of observance of export control regulations. Each point is 
designed to cope with one phase of the problem: by carefully defining illegal prac- 
tices in connection with the use of export licenses, OIT has narrowed the field of 
enforcement to deliberate violators; by the use of forgery-proof safety paper licenses, 
OIT has made misuse of license documents more difficult; and by tightening the 
rules governing authentication and use of the shipper’s export declaration, OIT has 
provided for a full check on goods being exported and on the persons making 


export shipment. 


Exporters tell us that regardless of their 
feelings concerning export controls in gen- 
eral, or concerning those particular controls 
which most directly affect their individual 
operations, they are entirely in favor of 
regulations which will ensure observance of 
the export controls rules by all exporters. 
And this is exactly what these new enforce- 
ment procedures are designed to do. 

Export control regulations are not pleas- 
ant for any of us. We in the Office of 
International Trade fully recognize that 
the exporter is restricted in his operations— 
sometimes to a very considerable degree. 
Yet, we also recognize that the very nature 
of the international postwar economy pre- 
cludes the abandonment of all controls at 
the present time. World-wide shortages of 
certain commodities, loss of production on 
the part of many prewar supplying nations, 
and disruption of established prewar trade 
channels have combined to force the United 
States into the role of principal supplier 
to the world. To prevent this unparalleled 
demand from cutting United States do- 
mestic supplies to the danger point, to carry 
out the foreign policy objectives of the 


United States Government, and to assure 
proper and efficient distribution of limited 
supplies among all importing nations, it 
has been necessary to continue war-born 
controls far beyond the time when it had 
been hoped that a free export economy 
might have been resumed. 

Yet despite the difficulties which the ex- 
port community has faced from the con- 
tinued operation of export control regula- 
tions, responsible exporters have not op- 
posed the existence of essential controls. 
The final declaration of the 34th National 
Foreign Trade Convention (October, 1947) 
frankly recognized that maintenance of 
certain minimum export controls is essen- 
tial to the fulfillment of the purposes of 
the foreign policy of the United States. 
Significantly, however, the declaration 
urged “that, where they (export controls) 
are applied, they be adequately policed to 
ensure their just and effective application.” 

The desire for adequate policing of ex- 
port control regulations is shared by . all 
responsible persons who have any direct in- 
terest in our foreign trade. Unauthorized 
shipments of scarce commodities counteract 
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the very purpose of the export control 
laws — which is to avoid any excessive 
withdrawal of goods from domestic sup- 
plies, to make possible a distribution of 
total export quotas which will most closely 
meet world needs, and to assure equitable 
distribution of export licenses among United 
States exporters. We in the OIT have at- 
tempted to safeguard the distribution of 
export quotas among importing countries 
by careful comparison of the needs of for- 
eign nations against the amounts which 
can safely be released from the United 
States production. We have made every 
effort to issue licenses in such a way as to 
assure an equitable distribution of licenses 
among United States exporters. But our 
efforts have sometimes been nullified by 
the activities of a few exporters. Some of 
these may have been unknowing violators 
of our regulations: in other instances, there 
can be no question that violations were 
deliberate. 

In the past, unscrupulous exporters have 
not hesitated to submit false information 
to OIT in their attempts to secure licenses. 
Others have capitalized on their possession 
of authority to ship scarce commodities by 
selling licenses to the highest bidder. Still 
others have altered licenses by raising the 
amounts indicated on the face, or changing 
the name of the consignee. And in at least 
one case the violator actually forged the 
OIT validating stamp. 

Recently publicized regulations of OIT 
have sought to eliminate the possibility of 
unwitting violation of the export control 
law by defining carefully such improper 
practices with respect to export licenses 
as trafficking, advertising, and amending 
without authorization. Exporters have been 
put on notice that it is unlawful to make 
any false representation, certification, or 
statement for the purpose of effecting ex- 
portation from the United States, whether 
the false representation, certification, or 
statement is made by the licensee or any 
other person. Further, the responsibilities 
of all parties who may be concerned in a 
licensed transaction are fully defined. 

Another and more positive step in the 
strengthened program to prevent misuse of 
export licenses is the forthcoming institu- 
tion of a new method of issuing licenses. 
At present, the exporter files two copies 
of his application (form IT-419) with OIT 
while retaining a third copy for his own 
files. When OIT approves an application, 
the original copy is perforated by machine 
and returned to the exporter. The approved 
application becomes the license for the 
goods. At the time when first shipment 
against the license is made, the exporter 
is required to show the license to Customs 
along with his other export documents, but

United States Lines: Arthur J. Ketcher, 
of the United States Lines Liverpool staff, 
who has celebrated his 50th anniversary 
with the company, recently conferred in 
New York with Edward E. Conroy, head of 
the Security Bureau, Inc., on the problem 
of pilferage which has grown more acute 
on both sides of the Atlantic in recent 
years.

Waterman Steamship Corporation: <An- 
other modern, speedy C-2 type dry cargo 
vessel has joined the fleet after completing 
trial tests in the Gulf of Mexico.

SUMMARY AND ANALYSIS— 
E. C. A. AGREEMENTS 


The United States has concluded bilateral 
agreements under the Economic Coopera- 
tion Act of 1948 with the following four- 
teen European countries: Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Greece, Iceland, Ireiand, 
Italy, Luxembourg, The Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Turkey, and the United 
Kingdom. Similar agreements have also 
been entered into with the Bizonal military 
authorities and with the Commander-in- 
Chief of the French Zone of Germany. The 


only other agreements yet to be negotiated 
as part of the original program are those 
with Switzerland and Portugal which do 


not presently anticipate receipt of any di- 
rect financial aid from the United States 
under the recovery program, although they 
are participants in the Organization for 
European Economic Cooperation (OQEEC). 
It is expected that any agreements which 
may be negotiated with them will vary 
considerably from those already concluded.

ALIEN PROPERTY DEBT 
CLAIMS

WAR CLAIMS ACT OF 1948 

The War Claims Act of 1948, P.L. 896~ 
80th Congress, which was approved by the 
President, July 3, 1948, provides for: 

(1) The creation of a War Claims Com- 
mission, which is to (a) receive and ad. 
judicate certain claims of American indi- 


viduals who were interned or injured, by 
enemy countries during the war; (b) report 
to Congress by March 31, 1948 concerning 
the estimated number and types of other 
war claims with recommendations for pro- 
posed legislation concerning such claims. 

(2 The creation on the books of the 
Treasury of a trust fund to be known as 
the War Claims Fund, to which is to be 


transferred the net

proceeds of German and

taken under the Trading with the Enemy 
Act. 
The administration of this law will be 


observed by the proper NFTC committees, 
and information of interest to Members 
will be published from time to time. To 
date, no members of the Commission have 
been appointed, and as a result no pro- 
cedure has been established or claims ad- 
judicated. (A summary of important pro- 
visions of the Act is available upon request 
to the Council). 


U. 8S. & YUGOSLAVIA CLAM 
SETTLEMENT 


An agreement between Yugoslavia and 
the United States signed June 19, 1948 pro- 
vides that Yugoslavia is to: 

1. Pay $17,000,000 to the United States in 
settlement of certain claims of the 
United States Government, and of 
United States nationals whose property 
in Yugoslavia has been nationalized. 
This sum which is payable within 45 
days from the date of signing is to be 
distributed “in accordance with such 
methods of distribution as may be 
adopted by the Government, of the 
United States.” Any balance not re- 
quired for the payment of such claims 
is to be returned to the Yugoslavia 
Government. 

2. Prevent the use in Yugoslavia of United 
States trademarks, company names, and 
trade names owned ‘by companies which 
have been nationalized, unless United 
States owners consent. 

3. Grant national and most favored na- 
tion treatment to United States na- 
tionals owning property in Yugoslavia.

IRON & STEEL EXPORTS—LICENSE SUMMARY 


In response to numerous inquiries from steel exporters as to the proportionatg 
amounts of iron and steel products for which export licenses have been issued to merchant 
exporters and to manufacturing exporters, the Department of Commerce has issued a 
summary report on the distribution of iron and steel export licenses in the second quarter 
of 1948. 


SHIPPERS EXPORT DECLARATION—REGULATIONS 


New regulations making the Shipper’s Export Declaration an export control document 
were issued by the OIT. Beginning August 15, 1948, the Export Declaration, which here. 
tofore has served as a reporting device in tabulating the export statistics, will become 
in export control document, subject to the full protection and penalties of the Export 
Control Law. (See Current Export Bulletin No’s. 471, 2, 3.) 


FOREIGN-TRADE ZONES EXEMPT FROM LICENSE 


Cargo exclusively of foreign origin entering and leaving Foreign Trade Zones js 
exempt from export license requirements, except for certain comparatively rare ores, 
metals, salts and other commodities listed on page 23 of Comprehensive Export Schedule 
Number 25 and under subject V of Current Export Bulletin Number 466. 


COAL EXPORTS 


Quantitative allocations of United States coal for overseas export will be discontinued 
September 1, 1948. Tnis change suspends the coal export quota system which has been in 
operation since 1944. 


NEW TRAVEL COMMISSION 


A European Travel Commission, composed of representatives of 14 European countries, 
has been established to work for conditions which will encourage more American travelers 
to visit the areas served by ECA. 

The ultimate purpose of the European Travel Commission is to bring about a removal 
of all unnecessary official barriers to travel in the Marshall Plan countries. Thess 
countries will be urged to develop a free travel area in which travelers may pass from 
one country to another almost as easily as they now may pass from one state to another 
in the United States. 

Also the Commission will work for an improvement in the travel plant in the Marshall 
Plan countries. Increased and better transportation and hotel accommodations, lower 
travel costs, and better services for travelers will be sought. In general, the Commission 
will undertake whatever can be done to encourage American travel in Europe. 


MIDDLE EAST BRANCH ESTABLISHED 


The establishment of a Middle East Branch in the Areas Division of the OIT was 
announced recently. The area assigned to the new branch covers Turkey, Egypt, Ethiopia, 
and all the countries and territories east of them to and including India. This area was 
formerly handled by the British Commonwealth and European Branches of the OIT Areas 
Division. Its growing economic importance, however, developed the need for a separate 
branch which could give it exclusive attention. Dr. Carlton L. Wood has been appointed

POWER OF ATTORNEY FORMS 


Power of attorney forms to be executed by exporters in favor of their forwarding 
agents will shortly be available in all Department of Commerce field offices and offices of 
Collectors of Customs. 

The requirement for the filing of this form by exporters was established under 
Current, Export Bulletin 471 (July 22, 1948), and was to have become effective on August 
15, 1948. Because of delay in making these forms available. Collectors of Customs will 
continue until September 15, 1918 to clear shipments without requiring that such forms 
be on file. 

This postponement applies only to the power of attorney provisions of Current Export 
Bulletin 471, and does not affect the filing, authentication, or other proVisions for the use 
of export declarations set forth in that bulletin.

SYNOPSIS OF RECENT DECISIONS

PETITIONS FOR REMISSION OF ADDI- 
TIONAL DUTIES—UNDERVALUATION OF 
IMPORTED MERCHANDISE Much of the 
attention of the Customs Court is devoted 
to petitions for the remission of additional 
duty. For many importers the question has 
not arisen: but every importer may be faced 
with it at any time. The problem arises 
when the appraiser has finally appraised 
the importation at a value higher than the 
entered value. 





Foreign merchants do not always sell 
their products at firm prices, so that an 
importer may buy his goods at price lower 


by other importers. Or, the 
reflect all charges for the 
merchandise in the consular invoices. If 
the importer is familiar with these facts 
he should disclose them to the appraiser, 
and request the latter’s advice as to the 
proper value for entry purposes. If the im- 
porter is unaware of the facts, or if he 
fails to disclose them to the appraiser, or if 
he discloses them but nevertheless does not 
accept the appraiser’s advice as to value, 
the appraiser may place upon the merchan- 
dise a value higher than the importer’s en- 
tered value. When the appraiser finds that 
his appraised value will be higher than the 
entered value, and is convinced that the 
difference arises out of a normal commercial 
situation and that the importer has made 
a full disclosure, he may permit the im- 
porter to amend the entered value, and the 
importer, if he avails himself of this op- 
portunity, will pay the increased duty. 
However, the appraiser may advance the 
value of the merchandise without affording 
the importer an opportunity to amend his 
entry, or fhe importer may refuse to amend 
the entered value. 

Section 489 of the Tariff Act, provides that 
if merchandise is appraised at a _ higher 
value than the entered value, and the goods 
are subject to an ad valorem rate of duty, 
or to a duty regulated by the value of the 
merchandise, the importer shall pay, in ad-

ditional duty of 1% of the total final ap- 
praised value for each 1% that such value 
exceeds the entered value. For example, 


merchandise entered at $1,000 and dutiable 
at 25%, if finally appraised at $1,500 is du- 


tiable as follows:

$1,125.00-—Total duty, 
although it was entered at: 

$1,000 @ 256,/— $250.00—Duty. 

The importer may appeal to the court for 
‘he remission or refund of this additional 
duty. Section 489 further provides that ad- 
ditional duties may pe remitted upon the 
finding of the Customs Court, upon a peti- 
tion filed after final appraisement and be- 
fore the expiration of 60 days after liquida- 
tion. This petition must be suported hy 
satisfactory evidence under the rules pre- 
scribed by the Court, that the entry of the 
merchandise at a value lower than that 
returned upon final appraisement was with- 
out any intention to defraud the revenue of 
the United States or to conceal or mis- 
represent the facts of the case or to deceive 
the appraiser as to the value of the mer- 
chandise. Several illustrative recent de- 
cisions of the court follow. 

A) POWER SAWS—An importer of power 
saws from Canada was invoiced for the 
actual prices paid, which were the prices 
to dealers. In Canada the saws were sold 
to certain dealers who were restricted as 
to territory, and in some sections directly 
to consumers; and in this country they 
were sold only to certain dealers with re- 
stricted territory. The importer disclosed 
the facts to the appraiser. who advised that 
he intended to advance the value. The im- 
porter believed that the invoiced values 
were correct, and on the advice of counsel 
he desired to have the question of proper 
value determined by litigation. He there- 
fore entered the saws at the invoice value, 
and the appraiser advanced the value. The 
Court granted the importer’s petition for 
remission of the additional duty, finding 
that the petitioner acted without intention 
to defraud the revenue or to conceal or 
misrepresent the facts of the case or to 
deceive the appraiser as to the value of the 
merchandise. (Geo. S. Bush & Co., Ine. vy. 
United States. Petition 6593-R, decided July 
14, 1948. Opinion by J. Cline.) 

B) TROUSERS—Newcomb, in the tailor- 
ing business in San Diego, cut material for

nished the trimmings). Newcomb paid the 
Mexican tailor $6 a pair for the work, and 
brought the completed trousers back to 
the United States in his car. He informed 
the customs officials that they were for 
resale, and was advised to use a customs 
broker. The broker asked how much the 
trousers had cost, and Newcomb gave him 
the invoice from the Mexican tailor show- 
ing the amount to be $6 a pair, the broker 
making entry at that value. The broker 
did not inquire as to the value of the mer- 


chandise and took no steps to learn the 
freely offered price of such trousers in 
Mexico. After entry was made the ap- 


praiser questioned the importer about the 
value, asking for the cost of the materials, 
trimmings and labor, and the importer then 
furnished this information. The trousers 
were appraised at the cost of production, 
and the final appraised value was higher 
than the entered value. The importer filed 
a petition for remission of the additional 
duties, stating that he was unfamiliar with 
customs practices; that he believed duty 
would be assessed only upon the basis of 
the cost to him of the work done in Mexi- 
co; that he Knew the trousers were worth 
more than $6 a pair, but that the broker 
did not ask him the value; and that he 
did not atempt to withhold information, 
deceive the appraiser or defraud the reve- 
nue.

Investigation was _ insti- 
tuted by the examiner which revealed that 
after entry of the plants the shipper of- 
fered the orchids for sale in New York at 
$2 per plant. Based upon this the plants 
were appraised at $1.92 each, and the ex- 
aminer refused to permit the importer to 
amend the entry. The Court stated that 
the importer gave the examiner all the in- 
formation which he possessed as to value, 
and added that the offer for sale in this 
country after importation, at a price high- 
er than entered, was normal business prac- 
tice and was no evidence of value. The 
Court did not find any indication of any 
attempt by the importer to defraud the 
revenue or to conceal or misrepresent the 
facts of the case or to deceive the ap- 
plaiser as to the true value of the mer- 
chandise, and therefore granted the im- 
porter’s petition for remission of the ad- 
ditional duties. (American Express Com- 
pany v. United States.

rank of ambassador or minister plenipotentiary, (2) such resident members of their staffs 
as may be agreed upon between the Secretary-General, the Government of the United 
States and the Government of the Member concerned, (3) every person designated by a 
Member of a specialized agency as its principal resident representative, with the rank 
of ambassador or minister plenipotentiary, at the headquarters of such agency in the 
United States, and (4) such other principal resident representatives of Members to a 
specialized agency and such resident members of the staffs of representatives to a spe- 
cialized agency as may be agreed upon between the principal executive officer of the 
specialized agency, the Government of the United States and the Government of the 
Member concerned (T.D. 51959) 

(b) This privilege shall be granted only upon the Department’s instruction in each 
instance which will be issued only upon the request of the Department of State (T.D. 51959) 

(c) No entry is required for shipments admitted free of duty and internal-revenue 
tax under this section. (Art. V, Sec. 15, Public Law 357, 80th Cong.; Secs. 498, 624, 46 Stat.

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QUOTA ON IMPORTS OF LONG-STAPLE COTTON 


A proclamation has been issued by the President on July 20, 1948, modifying the 
provisions of Proclamation No. 2351 (1T. D. 49956), insofar as it relates to cotton having 
a staple of 144 inches or more but less than 1}/ inches in length 

No cotton may be entered, or withdrawn, for consumption under the authority of this 
proclamation until the import, license issued by the tariff Commission is received in the 
office of the collector of customs for the district where the cotton is to be released. All 
entries and withdrawals of licensed cotton shall be reported on the regular reports sub- 
mitted by the collectors and comptrollers of customs. (T. D. 51985) 


The President's Proclamation of July 20, 1948, prescribes an additional quota of an 
amount up to 18,000,000 pounds of foreign ecctton having a staple of 1% inches or more 
put less than 1{{ inches which may be entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, under cer- 
tain conditions, during the period July 20 to September 19, 1948, inclusive 

The proclamation provides that no portion of the additional quota shall be permitted 
entry, or withdrawal trom warehouse, for consumption except by or for the account of a 
person or firm engaged in cotton manufacturing to whim the Tariff Commission has 
issued a license. 

The original and one copy of the license will be sent to the Washington office of the 
Bureau of Customs, where the copy will be retained. The original will be sent to the port 
where the cotton is to be entered or withdrawn and shall be attached to the entry or 
withdrawal. 

No cotton may be released under this additional quota until the import authorization 
(import license) by the Tariff Commission is received by you from the Bureau of Cus- 
tems. 

All entries and withdrawals of licensed cotton shall be reported promptly on the 
weekly cotton reports identifying each entry by license number and returned weights 
shall follow as expeditiously as possible. 

The procedure for the opening of the regular quotas on cotton and cotton waste set 
out in C/L 2575 of September 8, 1947, shall be followed on September 20, 1948. (C/L 2617) 


TO AMEND THE TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ACT 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 33 of the Trading With the Eenemy Act 
(40 Stat. 411), as amended, is hereby further amende‘1 to read as follows: : 

“Sec. 33. No return may be made pursuant to section 9 or 32 unless notice of claim 
has been filed: (a) in the case of any property or interest acquired by the United States 
prior to December 18, 1941, by August 9, 1948: cr (b) in the case of any property or in- 
terest acquired by the United States on or after December 18, 1941, by April 30, 1949, or 
two years from the vesting of the property or interest in respect of which the claim 
is made, whichever is later. No suit pursuant to section 9 may be instituted after April 
20, 1949, or after the expiration of two years from the date of the seizure by or vesting in 
the Alien Property Custodian, as the case may be, of the property or interest in respect

MISCELLANEOUS 

Exemption of Canadian consumption or sales tax from foreign value.—The Canadian 
consumption or sales of 8 percent imposed by section 86, Part XIII, of the Canadian 
Special War Revenue Act and Amendments to December, 1946, is not a part of foreign 
value as defined by section 402 (c), Tariff Act of 1930. This ruling does not apply to the 
Canadian excise tax imposed by Part XI of the special War Revenue Act. Bureau letter 
dated June 9, 1948.

Exemption from duty and internal-revenue taxes under sections 309 and 317, Tariff 
Act of 1930—<Aircraft of Denmark, Norway, and Sweden.—The Acting Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce has advised the Under Secretary of the Treasury, with respect to the 
exemption from duty and internal-revenue taxes under sections 309 and 317, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended, of “supplies including equipment, maintenance, or repair of aircraft 
registered in any foreign country and actually engaged in foreign trade or trade be- 
tween the United States and any of its possessions, where such trade by foreign aircraft 
is permitted,” that he has found that Denmark, Norway, and Sweden allow or will allow 
substantially reciprocal privileges in respect of aircraft of the United States. Bureau 
letters to collector of customs, New York, New York, June 7 and 24, 1948. (235). 

Aleoholic beverages.—Determination of dutiable quantities—Paragraph 813, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended by Public Law 612, 80th Congress, effective June 9, 1948.— 
Under amended paragraph 813 of the tariff act, the dutiable quantity of alcoholic bey- 
erages covered thereby is the quantity subject to internal-revenue taxes. The taxes are 
due on the quantity which goes into consumption. Bona fide losses through leakage or 
breakage, or established shortages due to nonimportation (section 15.8 (a), Customs Reg- 
ulations of 1943), are exempt from internal-revenue taxes and duty. Losses through pil- 
ferage, collusion, fraud, or similar causes are subject to internal-revenue taxes and duty. 
Bureau letter to collector of customs, Seattle, Washington, July 8, 1948. (341.811) 

Alcoholic beverages.—Paragraph 813, Tariff Act of 1930, as further amended by 
Public Law 612, SO0th Congress, effective June 9, 1948.—Amended paragraph 813 of the 
tariff act applies to all unliquidated entries, entries as to which liquidation or reliqui- 
dation has not become final, and protested entries it is applicable only to alcoholic 
liquors suitable for beverage purposes. See C. A. D. 121 and T. D.s 45770 and 46365. 
Current importations will be gauged when withdrawals for consumption are pre- 
sented. The conditions for a regauge as outlined in section 16.5 (d), Customs Reg- 
ulations of 1943, prior to its amendment by T. D. 51944 may be used as a guide 
in permitting the regauging of previous importations. Withdrawals under any form of 
transportation entry are to be excluded from the liquidation of the warehouse entry.

TRADE-MARK “TABU” 


Reference is made to C/L 2588 dated December 12, 1947, notifying all customs officers 
concerned of the withdrawal of the written consent of Consolidated C ‘osmetics of Chicago 
Illinois, to the importation by returning residents of toilet preparations bearing the 
trade-mark “Tabu.” 

The above--mentioned trade-mark owner has now filed with the Bureau its written 
consent to the importation by each resident of the United States returning from Cuba 
of one consumer package only of perfume. face powder, or other product bearing the 
trade-mark “Tabu” and obtained in Cuba. (C/L 2621) ‘ 


TRAVEL ORDERS 


T. D. 51720, as extended by T. D. 51945 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1949, is 
hereby amended by deleting from section 1 the words “to parts of Canada or Mexico 
adjacent to his district or the United States district courts having jurisdiction over the 
cases originating in his district” and by substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

(1) to the United States district courts having jurisdiction over the cases originating 
in his district, (2) to points within the continental limits of the United States for the 
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purpose of examining imported merchandise entered in his district, or (3) to parts of 
Canada or Mexico adjacent to his district.

IMPORTATIONS OF FOREIGN WILD ANIMALS AND BIRDS, 
ETC. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That section 241 of the Act entitled “An Act to codify, 
revise, and amend the penal laws of the United States,” approved March 4, 1909 (U.S. C., 
title 18, sec. 391), is amended to read as follows: 

“See. 241. (a) The importation into the United States or any Territory or district 

thereof, of the mongoose, the so-called ‘flying foxes’ or fruit bats, the English sparrow, 
the starling, and such other birds and animals as the Secretary of the Interior may from 
time to time declare to be injurious to the interests of agriculture or horticulture, is 
hereby prohibited; and all such birds and animals shall, upon arrival at any port of the 
United States, be destroyed or returned at the expense of the owner. Nothing in this 
subsection shall restrict the importation of natural-history specimens for museums or 
scientific collections, or of certain cage birds, such as domesticated canaries, parrots, 
or such other birds as the Secretary of the Interior may designate... The Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized to make regulations for carrying into effect the provisions 
of this subsection and subsection (b). 
. “(b) The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe such requirements and issue such 
permits as he may deem necessary for the transportation of wild animals and birds under 
humane and healthful conditions, and it shall be unlawful for any person, including any 
importer, knowingly to cause or permit any wild animal or bird to be transported to the 
United States, or any Territory or district thereof, under inhumane or unhealthful con- 
ditions or in violation of such requirements. In any criminal prosecution for violation 
of this subsection and in any administrative proceeding for the suspension of the issuance 
of further permits— 

“(1) the condition of any vessel or conveyance, or the enclosures in which wild 

animals or birds are confined therein, upon its arrival in the United States, or any 

Territory or district thereof, shall constitute relevant evidence in determining 

whether the provisions of this subsection have been violated; and 

“(2) the presence in such vessel or conveyance at such time of a substantial 
ratio of dead, crippled, diseased, or starving wild animals or birds shall be deemed 
prima facie evidence of the violation of the provisions of this subsection.” (Approved 

June 29, 1948. (Publie Law S18S—S0th Congress) 

Public Law 818, 80th Congress, approved June 29, 1948, amending section 241 of the 
Criminal Code. Permits are no longer expressly required by the statute for the im- 
portation of live wild animals and birds, although the new law provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shail prescribe such requirements and issue such permits as he 
may deem necessary for the transportation of such animals and birds under humane 
and healthful conditions. 

Pending the promulgation of new regulations under Public Law 818, entry of live 
wild animals and birds shall be permitted provided the shipment contains no prohibited 
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species. Live wild birds protected under the Migratery Bird Treaty Act may be im- 
ported from foreign countmes for scientific or educational purposes only. The provisions 
of section 12.26(a), (e), tiutst sentence of (f), (g) With exception as to reference to per- 
mits, (1), and (j) of the Customs Regulations of 1943 shall be strictly followed. (C L 2615)

Foreign Liquidation Commissioner Regulation 8, Order 6, of April 27, 1948 (Depart- 
mental Regulation 108.68, 13 F. R. 2262), respecting the importation of surpius property 
subject to the provisions of sections 3.5, Surplus wroperty Act of 1944, section 8508.15 of 
the surpius property regulations, as amended (13 F. R. 614; BCL 2595), and T. LD.

FERMENTED LIQUORS 


Public Law 857, SO0th Congress, effective August 1, 1948, amends section 315(a), 
Internal Revenue Code, so as to provide for the assessment of internal-revenue tax at 
the rate of $8 per barrel on imported beer, lager beer, ale, porter, and other similar fer- 
mented liquor containing one-half of 1 per centum or more of alcohol. (See Interna! 
Revenue section). . 

Fermented liquors imported in hogsheads, barrels, or fractional parts of barrels. such 
as half-barrels, % barrels, ete., will be taxable on the basis of units determined as fol- 
lows, the gallon in each case being that of 231 cubic inches:

COGNAC 


The Commercial Counselor of the French Embassy, in a letter to this Bureau, dated 
June 22, 1948, advises that Mr. Francois Pouret, Sous-Director, Bureau National de Re- 
partition des Vins et Eaux-de-Vie de Cognac of the Ministry of Agriculture, has been 
authorized by the Government of France. in lieu of Mr. Martin, who has resigned, to sign 
the certificates of origin and age furnished by that Government for use in compliance 
with section 46(c) of Regulation 5, issued pursuant to the Federal Alcohol Administra- 
tion Act. 

A photostatic copy of the names and signatures of officials presently authorized to 
sign the said certificates of the French Government, is appended.

IMPORTATIONS OF FRESH FISH FILLETS 


Reference is made to C/L of April 29, 1946 (611), quoting from a letter of the Food and 
brug Administration, Federal Security Agency, dated March 13, 1946, in which it is 
stated that fresh fish are exempt from the reyuirements of a ccnsular Form 197 or 198. 

The Food and Drug Administration has advised in a letter dated May 14, 1948, that 
the exemption has been extended to fresh fish fillets and eviscerated and deheaded fresh 
fish.

(1) The proviso to Item 717(b) limits the imports for consumption at the quota rate 
to 18,697,641 pounds during the first 9 months of the calendar year. 

Due to a provision of the President’s proclamation No. 2769 of January 30, 1948, in 
which the entry of a specified quantity of Cuban filler tobacco, unstemmed or stemmed 
(other than cigarette leaf tobacco) and scrap tobacco affects the rate of duty on such 
tobacco from countries other than Cuba, a record is maintained of imports from Cuba. 
12,749,168 pounds of such Cuban tobacco were imported for consumption during the period 
January 1, to July 31, 1948, inclusive. 


PETILLANT, CRACKLING, AND FRIZZANTE WINES 


The Bureau has been informed by the Bureau of Internal ‘Revenue that petillant, 
crackling, and frizzante wines have all the characteristics and use of sparkling wines 
and that commercial testimony is available to support the classification of such imported 
wines as sparkling wines. 

That Bureau is of the opinion that the prime determining factor between still wine 
and sparkling wine is whether, when the wine is poured into a glass at usual con- 
sumption temperature and the air bubbles formed on top of the wine by pouring have 
disappeared, the wine shdws a slow and continuous effervescence by gas bubbles floating 
upward through the wine in the same general manner as champagne. It is stated further 
that if the wine shows such effervescence it should be classed and taxed as sparkling 
wine but if the wine does not show effevescence it is still wine and should be so taxed. 

The Bureau of internal Revenue requests that all petillant, crackling, and frizzante 
wines, including “Lancer’s crackling wine.” “sparkling Saumur wine,” and “Saumur 
crackling dry white wine,” be classified for internal-revenue purposes as sparkling wines 
and that the internal-revenue sparkling-wine tax be collected on all such imported wines. 
However, no additional amount will be imposed with respect to any wines which, prior 
to the receipt of this letter, have been entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for con- 
sumption at the rate applicable to still wines. 

In view of information recently submitted to the Bureau in this connection, you shall 
classify for customs purposes all petillant, crackling, and frizzante wines under para- 
graph 803, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified pursuant to the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has been 
assessed under an established and uniform practice, it will be applied, insofar as customs 
duties are concerned, only to such or similar merchandise entered for consumption or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after 30 days after the publication of an 
abstract of this decision in the weekly Treasury Decisions. (C/L 2622

Section 3.53, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 3.53), as amended by

Paragraph (d) and footrete reference 39 thereto are amended to read as follows: 
(d) A cruising license® may be issued to a yacht of a foreign country only if it has 
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been made to appear to the satisfaction of the President of the United States 
that yachts of the United States are allowed to arrive at and depart from ports in 
such foreign country and to cruise in the waters of such ports without entering or clearing 
at the customhouse thereof and without the payment of any charges for entering or 
clearing, dues, duty per ton, tonnage taxes, or charges for cruising licenses. It has been 
made to appear to the satisfaction of the President of the United States that yachts of 
the United States are granted such privileges in the following countries: (T.D. 51971)

9 “Whenever it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the President of the 
United States that yachts used and employed exclusively as pleasure vessels and belong- 
ing to any resident of the United States are allowed to arrive at and depart from any 
foreign port and to cruise in the waters of such port without entering or clearing at the 
customhouse thereof and without the payment of any charges for entering or clearing, 
dues, duty per ton, tonnage taxes or charges for cruising licenses, the Commissioner of 
Customs may authorize and direct the customs authorities at the various ports of entry 
of the United States to allow yvachts from such foreign port used and employed exclusive- 
lv as pleasure vessels to arrive at and depart from any port of the United States and to 
cruise in waters of the United States without the payment of any charges for entering or 
clearing, dues, duty per ton, or tonnage taxes, but the Commissioner of Customs may, in 
his discretion, direct that such foreign yachts shall be required to obtain licenses to 
cruise, in a form prescribed by him, before they shall be allowed under the provisions of 
this section to cruise in waters of the United States. Such licenses shall be issued with- 
out cost to such yachts and shall prescribe such limitations as to length of time, direc- 
tion, and place of cruising and action, and such other particulars as the Commissioner of 
Customs may deem proper.” (46 U. S. C. 104. Sec. 102, Reorganization Plan No. 8 of 
1946: 3 CFR, 1946 Supp., ch. IV.)

(c) Any person arriving in the United States who is not a resident of the United 
States or who, though a resident of the United States, is not returning from abroad shall 
be treated for the purposes of these regulations as a nonresident. (Par. 1798: sec. 201. 
46 Stat. 683, sec. 337, 49 Stat. 1959, sec. 36, 52 Stat. 1093. Public Law 540, 80th Congress, sec.

Notes 21 and 22 appended to section 10.16 are deleted. 

Sections 10.17 to 10.20, inclusive, Customs Reguiations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp. 
10.17-10.20), and the notes appended thereto are amended to read as follows: 

10.17 Exemptions for returning residents.—(a) Personal and household effects taken 
abrcad.—Each returning resident is entitled under the second and last provisos to para- 
graph 1798, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended,” to bring in free of duty and internal-revenue 
tax all personal and household effects which he took abroad. If any such effect has been 
advanced in value or improved in condition while abroad by repairs (including cleaning) 
not merely incidental to wear or use while abroad, or by alterations (including additions) 
which did not change the identity of the article, the cost or value of such repairs or 
elterations is subject to duty, unless all or part of such cost or value is covered by an 
allowance of the $100 or $300 exemption hereinafter mentioned. An effect taken abroad 
and there changed into a different article is dutiable at its full value when returned 
to the United States, unless covered in whole or in part by some provision for free entry. 


(b) Articles acquired abroad.—Subject to the limitations and conditions hereinafter 
stated, each returning resident is entitled under the third, seventh, and tenth provisos to 
paragraph 1798, as amended,” to bring in free of duty and internal-revenue tax up to 
but not exceeding $100, and in appropriate cases up to but not exceeding an additional 
$300, in value of articles for his personal or household use which were purchased or other- 
wise acquired abroad by him merely as an incident of the foreign journey from which he 
is returning. These exemptions do not apply to articles intended for sale or acquired on 
commission, i.e., for the account of another person, with or without compensation for the 
service rendered. (T.D.s 41335, 41718, 41871, 42199, 42442, 43708, 44021, 45379(2), 46011, 48007, 
49554, 51679(2); Abs. 30671, 47117, 50174, 51975; C.LE. 559/45, 11/16/45.) 


(c) Gifts—An article acauired abroad by a returning resident and imported by him to 
be disposed of after importation as his bona fide gift is for the personal use of the im- 
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porter. Articles forwarded to a donee by a donor who is abroad are not imported by or 
for the account of the donor and are not allowed any exemption to which he may become 
entitled. (T.D.s 33995, 51975; BCL 2516, 2/26/46.) 

(d) Tobacco products, alcoholic beverages, and foodstuffs.—Cigarettes, manufactured 
tobacco, not more than 100 cigars, and not exceeding an aggregate of 1 wine gallon of 
distilled spirits, wines, and malt liquors may be included within the $100 exemption. The 
exemption allowed for 1 wine gallon of alcoholic beverages may be applied to more than 
one kind of beverage. No distilled spirits, wines, malt liquors, or cigars shall be included 
in the $300 exemption. Foodstuffs may be included in either exemption. (T.D.s 43708, 
48433, 51975) 


21 (2) Provided further, Vhat in case of residents of the United States returning from 
abroad ‘all wearing apparel, personal and househoid effects * * * taken by them out of 
the United States to toreign cuuntries shall be admitted free of duty, without regard to 


their value, upon their identity being established under appropriate rules and regula- 
: tions to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury: 
] “(10) And provided further, That all articles exempted by this paragraph from the 
payment of duty shall also be exempt from the payment of any internal-revenue taxes. 
(Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1798 (free list), as amended: 19 U.S.C. 1201, par. 1798.) 

2 “(3) Provided further, That uj to but not exceeding $100 in value of articles (in- 
cluding distilled spirits, wines and malt liquors aggregating not more than one wine 
yallon and including not more than one hundred cigais) acquired abroad by such resi- 
dents of the United States as an incident of ihe foreign journey for personal or household 
use, or as souvenirs or curios, but not bought on commission or intended for sale, shall be 
free of duty: 

“(7) Provided further, That in addition to the exemption authorized by the fourth 
preceding proviso, a returning resident who has remained beyond the territorial limits 
of the United States for a period of not less than twelve days, shall be permitted to 
pring into the United States up to but not exceeding $300 in value of articles (excluding 
distilled spirits, wines, malt liquors and cigars) acquired abroad by such resident of the 
United States as an incident = the foreign Sourney for personal or household use or as 
souvenirs or curios, but not bought on commission or intended for sale, free of duty: 

“(10) And provided further, That all articles excmpted by this paragraph from the 
| payment of duty shall also be exempt from the payment = vr, internal-revenue taxes.” 
(Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1798 (free list), as amended: 19 U. C. 1201, par. 1798.) 
| (e) Cumulation of $100 and $300 exemptiqns.—(1) When all the applicable conditions 
| of each exemption are met, both the $100 and $300 exemptions may be allowed to one 
person on one return. Moreover, the $300 exemption may be allowed when its conditions 
are satisfied and when it is in addition to an allowance under the $100 exemption within 


the preceding 30-day period. 
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(2) In each case in which both exemptions are allowed on one return, the declarant 
may designate accompanied or unaccompanied goods listed on his declaration which woul 
not be entitled to application of the $300 exemption (alcoholic beverages and cigars) for 
allowance of the $100 exemption. Subject to this exemption, in each such case the $109 
exemption shall be applied first®* and to the value of the articles subject to the highest 
rates, and the additional $300 exemption shall be applied to the value of articles subject 
to the next highest rates, including any amount in excess of $100 pertaining to articles 
covered in part by the $100 exemption. This rule shall be applied to articles accompanying 
the returning resident and the same rule shall be applied separately to each unaccom- 
panied shipment covered by his declaration. If an internal-revenue tax is applicable, jt 
shall be combined with the duty in determining which rates are highest. (T.D.s 34512, 51591, 
51975; CIE 629/43, 12/21/43.) 

(f) Family grouping of exemptions.—Each member of a family is entitled to the $100 
or $300 exemption, or both, subject to the conditions prescribed in paragraph 1798, as 
amended. Articles belonging to one person cannot be included in the $100 or $300 exemption 
of another person, except that when members of a family residing in one household trave] 
together on their return to the United States, the $100 of $300 exemption, or both, to 
which the several members of the family may be entitled may be grouped and allowed 
without regard to which member is the owner of any of the articles. A grouped exemption 
shall not include any exemption for a family member not entitled to it in his own right, 
nor shall a grouped exemption be applied to any property of such member. The term 
“members og a family residing in one household,” as used herein, shall include all per- 
sons, regardless of age, related by blood, marriage, or adoption, who lived together in one 
household at their last permanent residence and who intend to live together in one 
household after their return to the United States. No exemption allowable to a resident 
servant accompanying the family shall be included in the family grouping. 

(g) Length of stay abroad.—In the case of articles acquired elsewhere than in Mexico, 
the $100 exemption shall not be allowed unless the returning resident has remained beyond 
the territorial limits of the United States for a period of not less than 48 hours. With 
respect to articles acquired in Mexico, the $100 exemption may be allowed without regard 
to the length of time the returning resident has remained outside the territorial limits 
of the United States, unless the resident returns through a port as to which there is in 
effect a special regulation or-instruction requiring that the returning resident, in order 
to obtain the benefit of the $100 exemption for such articles, shall have remained beyond 
the territorial limits of the United States for such period, not to exceed 24 hours, as shall 
be specified in the special regulation or instruction.* The $300 exemption shall not be 
allowed unless the returning resident has remained outside the territorial limits of the 
United States for a period of not less than 12 days. (T.D.s 41718, 49668(3), 4999, 51975; CD 
307; CIE 159/46; 3/21/46.) 

23 When the $100 exemption has been so applied, arother claim for the $100 exemption 
within the following 30 days cannot be allowed. See section 23.5 (c). 

(h) Frequency of allowances.—(1) The $100 exemption shall not be granted to a re- 
turning resident who has taken advantage of such exemption within the 30-day period 
immediately preceding his return to the United States, and the $300 exemption shall not 
be granted to a returning resident who has taken advantage of such $300 exemption within 
the 6-month period immediately preceding his return to the United States.* The date 
of the returning resident’s latest prior arrival on which he declared articles for allowance 
of the $100 or $300 exemption shall be deemed the date he took advantage of the applic- 
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able exemption, notwithstanding that articles admitted under either exemption may have 
arrived before or after such latest arrival. 

(2) A returning resident who has received a total exemption of less than $100 under 
the $100 exemption, or a total exemption of less than $300 under the $300 exemption, in 
conjunction with his return from one journey is not entitled to apply the remainder of 
either amount to articles acquired abroad on any previous or subsequent journey. Articles 
acquired on one journey and left in a foreign country cannot be allowed any exemption 
accruing upon the importer’s return from a subsequent journey. (T.D.s 45464(6), 46363; 
Abs. 49242, 51975; CIE 423, 8/9/30; CD 10.) 


4 «Provided further, That (a) in the case of articles acquired in any country other 
than a countiguous country which maintains a free zone or tree port, the ($100) exemp- 
tion authorized by the preceding proviso shall apply only to articles by a returning 
resident who has remained beyond the territorial linits of the’ United States for a period 
of not less than forty-eight hours and (b) in the case of articles acquired in a con- 
tiguous country which maintains a free zone or free port, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall by special regulation or instruction, the application of which may be restricted to 
one or more individual ports of entry, ‘provide that the exemption authorized by the 
preceding proviso shall be applied only to articles acqired abroad by a returning resident 
who has remained beyond the territorial limits of the United States for not less than such 
period (which period shall not exceed twenty-four hours) as the Secretary may deem 
neecssary in the public interest or to facilitate enforcement at the specified port or ports 
of the requirement that the exemption shall apply only to articles acquired as an incident 
of the foreign journey:

(Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1798 (free list), as amended; 19 U. S. C. 1201, par. 1798.) 

The 24-hour limitation is now applicable only at ports in customs collection district 
No. 25, which includes all ports of entry in southern California below Los Angeles. 
(T. D. 49925). 

*% (5) Provided further, That the ($100) exemption authorized by the second pre- 
ceding proviso shall apply only to articles declared in accordance with regulations to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury by a returning resident who has not taken 
advantage of the said exemption within the thirty-day period immediately preceding 
his return to the United States. 

“(9) Provided further, That the ($500) additional exemption authorized by the second 
preceding proviso shall apply only to articles declared in accordance with regulations 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury by such returning resident who has 
not taken advantage of the said exemption within the six-month period immediately 
preceding his _ return to the United States.” (Tariff Act, of 1920, 1798 (free list), as 
amended: 19 U. S. C. 1201, par. 1798.) : E 

(i) Computation of time requirements.—(1) The 24-hour or 48-hour period a returning 


resident must have been abroad to be entitled to the $100 exemption shall be computed 
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exactly. For example, a resident lecving United States territory at 1:30 p.m. on June 
1 would complete the 24-hour period at 1:30 p.m. on June 2 and the 48-hour period at 
1:30 p.m. on June 3. 

(2) The 12-day period a returning resident must have remained outside United States 
territory to be entitled to the $300 exemption shall be computed by excluding the day 
of arrival and counting the day of departure as a full day, irrespective of the time of either 
day at which the traveler crossed the land border or 3-mile limit at sea. Thus, a resident 
departing from such territory at 1:30 p.m. on June 1 would meet the 12-day requirement 
if he remained abroad until <cny time after midnight of June 12. 

(3) The 30-day period immediately preceding the resident’s return shal! be computed 
by excluding the day of arrival and counting backward 30 days. In the case of an arrival] 
on May 28, the resident would not be entitled to the $100 exemption if he had taken «qd- 
vantage of such exemption on or after the last preceding April 28. 

(4) The 6-month period immediately preceding the resident’s return shall be com- 
puted by excluding the day of arrival and counting backward 6 months. In the case 
cf an arrival on July 28, the resident would not be entitled to the $300 exemption if he 
had taken advantage of such exemption on or after the last preceding January 28. 

(j) Arrival incidental to further foreign travel—A resident who enters the United States 
merely as an incident of foreign travel and will continue his foreign travel before finally 
returning to the United States from the continuous trip shall not be required to clear 
through customs any articles he has acquired, or had repaired or <ltered, while abroad. 
Such articles may be left in customs custody, shipped in bond, or exported directly from 
customs custody in order that the resident may declare them, and possibly other later 
acquired articles, upon his final return to the United States from the continuous trip. If, 
however, the traveler fails to advise the customs officer of the incidental character of 
such an entry or for other reason declares any articles for allowance of the $100 or $300 
€xemp.ion, such declaration will start the running of the respective period or periods 
during which a further allowance cannot be granted. (T.D.s 45788, 51679(1), 51975; CIEs 
1120/39, 8/9/39; 458-47, 12-1-47.) 

(k) Unaccompanied articles.—It is not necessary that articles accompany a returning 
resident at the time of his arrival in the United States to be within the $100 or $300 
exemption. See section 10.20. However, customs officers shall apply the exemptions only 
to articles before them for examination, and the application of an exemption to unaccom- 
panied articles shall be finally determined only efter they have been imported and the 
importer has performed the acts required of him for their customs clearance. If any 
allowance cf the $100 or $300 exemption is to be claimed in respect of any articles not 
cleared at the time of a resident’s arrival, whether such articles have already arrived, 
will arrive later, or are being shipped in bond to another port, they must be declared 
in writing at the time of the resident’s arrival. Failure to so declare such articles will 
preclude any allowance of either exemption for them. (Section 10.20 (c) (6).) T.Ds 42442, 
43572, 46698, 51975; CDs 10, 12, 307.) 

(1) Replacements.—A duplicate article furnished by a foreign supplier as a replace- 
ment for an article declared for entry under the $100 or $300 exemption and found to be 
so damaged as to constitute a nonimportation (section 15.10) shall be considered to have 
been acquired abroad for the purposes of the $100 or $300 exemption provision, provided 
ro charge is made to the importer for the duplicate article. An article furnished by a 
foreign supplier <s a replacement for an article declared for entry under the $100 or $300 
exemption and found not to conform to sample or specifications within the meaming of 
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section. 313 (c), Tariff Act of 1930, shall be considered to have been acquired abrcad for 
the purposes of the $100 or $300 exemption provision, provided the importer returns the 
original article to customs custody for exportation under the provisions of section 313 (c) 
and pays duty thereon within 30 days after its release from customs custody. If regulations 
under section 313 (c) (sections 22.35-22.39) are complied with, a drawback of 99 per 
centum of such duty may be allowed (T.D.s 51975, 51591; BCL 2514; 1-30-46; CIE 85-37, 
1-23-37.) 

(m) Sale.—An article brought in under the $100 exemption and subsequently sold 
is not dutiab:e bv reason of the sale thereof if the returning resident actually acquired and 
impcerted the article for his bona fide personal or household use and not for sale. Any 
sale within 3 vears <fter the date of a returning resident’s arrival in the United States 
of any article which was admitted free under the $300 exemption in connection with 
that arrival shall subject the resident who declared the article to the payment of double 
the import duty which would have been collected in respect of each such article so 
scid had the $300 exemption not been in effect.” (Par. 1798; sec. 201, 46 Stat, 683, sec. 337, 
49 Stat, 1959, sec. 36, 52 Stat. 1093, Public Law 540, 80th Congress, sec. 498, 46 Stat. 728: 
19 U.S.C. 1201, 1498.) (T.D.s 44021; 48007, 51975; CD 752.) 

10.18 Exemptions for nonresidents.—(a) Personal effects——Every nonresident, regard- 
less of age, is entit’ed under the first clause and last proviso of paragraph 1798, ‘Tariff 
Act cf 1930, as amended,” to entry free of duty and internal-revenue tax for his wearing 
apparel. <rticles of personal adornment, toilet articles. and similar personal effects. This 
exemption includes only articles which were actually owned by the nonresident and in his 
pessession abroad at the time of, or prior to, his departure from a foreign country, and 
which are necessary and appropriate for his wear and use and cre intended for such wear 
end use. and shall not be applied to merchandise ar articles intended for other persons 
cr fer sale. “Similar personal effects’ include all articles intended ¢nd appropriate for 
t’e personal use of the nonresident while traveling, such as hunting and fishing equip- 
ment, wheelchairs for invalids or crippled persons, pet and hunting dogs, and the like. 
Vehicles for travel are not included but may be entitled to entry under section 308 (5). 
Tariff Act of 1930, in appropriate cases. Articles brought in by a nonresident to be given 
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49822, 51075; BCLs 1984, 6-15-39; 2410, 6-21-43; 2447, 4-5-44; CIEs 390-42, 5-11-42; 104-47, 
2-24-47; 71-48, 2-25-48) (TD 45489(2); CIE 265-44, 6-5-44.) 

(b) Sale—Any sale within 3 years after the date of a nonresident’s arrival in the 
United States of jewelry or similar articles of personal adornment having a value of $300 
or more and brought into the United States free of duty under the first clause of para- 
graph 1798 shall subject the nonresident to the payment of duty on the articles at the 
rate or rates in force at the time of such sale.* 

(c) Tobacco products and alcoholic beverages.—Fifty cigars, or 300 cigarettes, or 3 
pounds of manufactured tobacco, and not exceeding 1 quart of alcoholic beverages, when 
brought in by an adult nonresident and not to. be given to another person nor for sale 
or other commercial use, may be passed free of duty and internal-revenue tax. The 
exemption On tobacco products may be applied proportionately; for example, to 25 cigars 
and 150 cigarettes, or to 25 cigars, 50 cigarettes, and 1 pound of manufactured tobacco, 
The exemption for alcoholic beverages may be applied to more than one kind but not 
to an aggregate of more than 1 quart for one person. (Par. 1798; sec. 201, 46 Stat. 683, 
sec. 337, 49 Stat, 1950, sec. 36, 52 Stat. 1093, Public Law 540, 80th Congress, sec, 498, 46 
Stat, 728; 19 U.S.C. 1201, 1498.) (T.D.s 48433, 51975) 


10.19 Declaration and entry.—(a) Declaration required.—All articles brought into the 
United States by any individual shall be declared to a customs officer. The declaration 
may be made to a customs officer at the port of first arrival in the United States or on 
a train or ferry en route to the United States on which such an officer is assigned for 
that purpose. When all the articles to be declared are within allowable exemptions, the 
declaration may be submitted to a United States customs officer stationed in a foreign 
country for that purpose, if one is available. (T.D.s 48547, 51126, 51975; BCL 1460.) 

2° “(8) Provided further, That any subsequent sale, within three years after the date 
of arrival of such returning resident in the United States, of articles acquired and 
brought into the United States pursuant to the provisions of the immediately preceding 
proviso shall subject the returning resident, declaring the articles to double the import 
duty which would have been collected had this additional exemption not been in effect.” 
(Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1798 (free list), as amended; 19 U. S. C. 1201, par. 1798). 

7 “wearing apparel, articles of personal adornment, toilet articles, and similar per- 
sonal effects of persons arriving in the United States: but this exemption shall include 
only such articles as were actually owned by them and in their possession abroad at the 
time of or prior to their departure from a foreign country, and as necessary and appro- 
priate for the wear and use of such persons and are intended for such wear and use, 
and shall not be held to apply to merchandise or articles intended for other persons or 
for sale. 


“(10) And provided further, That all articles exempted by this paragraph from the 
payment of duty shall also be exempt from the payment of any internal-revenue taxes.” 
‘Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1798 (free list), as amended; 19 U. S. C. 1201, par. 1798). 


2s “(1) Provided, That all jewelry and similar articles of personal adornment having 
a value of $300 or more, brought in by a nonresident of the United States, shall, if sold 
within three years after the date of arrival of such person in the United States, be liable 
to duty at the rate or rates in force at the time of such sale, to be paid by such person.” 
(Tariff Act of 1930, par. 1798 (free list), as amended: 19 U. S. C. 1291, par. 1798). 


(b) Oral declarations.—Each arriving nonresident may make only an oral declaration 
if all the articles he has to declare are entitled to free entry under the first clause of 
paragraph 1798, and each returning resident may make only an oral declaration if (i) 
he has no article in his possession on which duty or internal-revenue tax is collectible, 
(ii) all articles for which any exemption is to be claimed in connection with his arrival, 
accompany him at the time of his arrival, and (iii) the aggregate of the value of all 
articles acquired abroad by him and of the cost or value of alterations and dutiable repairs 
made abroad to personal or household effects taken out and brought back by him (see 
section 10.17 (b)) does not exceed $25; except that written declarations may be required 
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senerally or in respect of particular types of traffic if necessary at any seaport or airport 
to effect prompt and orderly clearance of passengers and their effects, and may be re- 
quired in particular cases at any port if deemed necessary to protect the revenue. (T.D.s 
48547, 51126, 51975; BCL 1460.) 

(c) Written declarations——(1) Unless an oral declaration is accepted under the pre- 
ceding paragraph, the declaration required by paragraph (a) of this section shall be in 
writing and in a form approved by the Commissioner of Customs. Effects of a non-resident 
entitled to free entry under the first clause of paragraph 1798, and effects of a returning 
resident entitled to free entry under the second proviso to paragraph 1798 (other than 
automobiles and other vehicles of residents returning from noncontiguous countries) need 
not be itemized in written declarations. (TDs 48547, 51126, 51975; BCL 1460.) 

(2) Written declarations for passengers arriving by sea shall be executed fully and 
deposited with the purser of the vessel not later than the day before the vessel will 
arrive in port. 

(d) Acknowledgment.—Each written declaration shall be acknowledged by the de- 
clarant before the customs officer who examines the baggage covered by the declaration. 

(e) Amendment.—(1) If, before examination of a passenger’s baggage has begun, the 
fact that any article has not been declared is brought by the passenger to the attention 
of the examining officer, the passenger shall be permitted to add such article to his 
declaration. 

(2) If, after examination of the baggage has begun but before any undeclared article 
is found, the passenger advises the examining officer that he has such article and the 
examining officer is satisfied that there was no fraudulent intent, the passenger shall 
be permitted to add the articles to his declaration. 

(3) Under no circumstances shall a passenger be permitted to add any undeclared 
article to his declaration after such article has been discovered by the examining officer. 

(f) Value.—Opposite the description of each article required to be declared specifically 
in a written declaration the passenger shall state the price actually paid for the article, or 
its fair value if it was acquired otherwise than by purchase. A statement of price shall 
be in the currency of purchase or its equivalent in United States currency, and a state- 
ment of value shall be in the currency of the country in which the article was acquired 
or in United States currency. Due adjustment shall be made by the appraising officer 
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whenever the purchase price or value declared differs from the correct customs value. 
whether by reason of depreciation due to wear and use or for any other reason. (TDs 
£3179, 51975.) 

(g) Family declarations.—One of a group of passengers who are members of the same 
family may declare for the entire group if all have the same residence status. Servants 
accompanying a family group shall not be included in the family declaretion. 

(h) Merchar dise.—Articles nct personal in character, or which are intended for sale 
cr are brought in on commission for another person, may be included in baggage declara- 
tion of a resident or nonresident under the conditions specified in section 10.21 (e). If 
not so included, regular entry shall be required. 

(i) Regular entry.—Subject to any applicable exemption from entry requirements. 
articles imported as baggage but not passed under a baggage declaration or under the 
procedure provided for in section 10.20 shall be entered in the same manner ¢s a cargo 
impertation of like goods. In making regular entry for articles imported in baggage, the 
value of articles entitled to free entry under the second proviso to paragraph 1798 shal! 
be disregarded in determining whether formal or informal entry is required. (TDs 51591, 
51975.) 

(j) Examination in foreign territory—(1) When the baggage of a returning resident 
who is required to execute a written declaration (section 10.19 (b) and (c)) is examined 
and passed by a customs officer stationed in foreign territory, the declaration shall be 
executed in triplicate. That officer shall indicate on all copies the articles psssed by him, 
the applicable free-entry provisions, and the total customs value of the articles to which 
each such provision applies. The original and a certified duplicate of the declaration shall 
be returned to the declarant for surrender to the customs officer on the train or ferry 
cn which the declarant arrives in the United States, or to the customs officer at the port 
of arrival, in order that such customs officer may determine what exemption, if <¢ny, 
already has been granted. The original shall be filed at the port of the passenger’s arrival. 
If the certified duplicate is not needed, it shall be destroyed by the customs officer who 
gives final clearance to the passenger (section 10.20 (c) (4)).

(2) When a declarant, after his baggage has been examined and passed in foreign 
territory, acquires additional articles before he arrives in the United States, a supplemental 
written declaration thereof in original only shall be furnished to the customs officer 
to whom the declaration submitted in foreign territory is surrendered. The supplemental 
declaration, duly signed by the declarant and the customs officer, shall be attached to the 
declaration submitted in foreign territory and both shall be filed as one document. If the 
certified duplicate is required for clearance of unaccompanied goods or a shipment in 
bond, before it is returned to the declarant it shall be completed by the customs officer, 
who shall note thereon the additional articles declared, the total exemption granted by 
him and by the officer in foreign territory, and his certificate that the arditional 
articles are covered by the supplemental declaration on file at the port of arrival. If the 
aggregate declared purchase prices or values exceed the allowable exemptions, the values 
determined for United States customs purposes of all articles for which exemptions are 
granted on the supplemental declaration shall be noted on such supplemental declaration 
and also on the certified duplicate. The customs officer who gives final clearance to the 
passenger shall not furnish to the declarant any certified or other copy of the passenger’s 
declaration in addition to the duplicate certified by the customs officer in foreign territory. 
(Secs. 498, 624, 46 Stat. 728, 759; 19 U.S.C. 1498, 1624.) TDs 46092, 51591, 51975) 

10.20 Unaccompanied shipments.—(a) Effects taken abroad.—If effects entitled to free 
entry under the second proviso to paragraph 1798 do not accompany the returning resident 
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or are forwarded in bond, no declaration of them at the time of the resident’s arrival is 
required and any such declaration will serve no purpose. An affidavit on customs Form 
3297 shall be filed in connection with the entry or certified duplicate declaration under 
which the shipment is finally cleared or, if no other articles are included in the shipment, 
it may be released without entry upon the filing of a proper affidavit on customs Form 
297. 

. (b) Unaccompanied effects of nonresident——When articles are claimed to be free of 
duty under the first clause of paragraph 1798 but do not accompany an arriving owner, 
there shall be filed in connection with the entry of such articles a declaration on cus- 
toms Form 3299. 

(c) Articles acquired abroad by returning residents.—(1) When the declaration of a 
returning resident covers articles which do not accompany him or are shipped in bond 
to another port and such articles are likely to be claimed to be free of duty under the 
$100 or $300 exemption, the declaration shall be in writing regardless of the total value 
of the articles declared. 

(2) If the declared articles which are not passed when the declarant arrives are all 
in one shipment in bond or it is expected that all have arrived, or will arrive, in one 
unaccompanied shipment, the declaration shall be prepared by the passenger in duplicate. 
The duplicate copy shall be certified by the customs officer who has examined the pas- 
senger’s accompanying effects, and that officer shall note on both copies of the declara- 
tion with pen and ink or indelible pencil, over his signature and title, the amount of 
the exemption or exemptions allowed by him on articles cleared on the arrival of the 
passenger. He shall also indicate the declared articles which were not so cleared. The 
certified copy shall be returned to the declarant with advice as to the use he shall 
make of it. (TDs 45193, 51066, 51591, 51975; BCL 2074, 4-1-40.) 

(3) The certified copy may be used as an entry for clearing articles listed thereon 
which did not accompany the declarant at the time of his arrival or were shipped in 
bond to another port, including articles subject to duty, but not including any shipment 
which contains articles having an aggregate value in excess of $100 and consisting of 
other than personal or household effects. If practicable, the declarant shall forward the 
certified copy to the foreign shipper for attachment to the unaccompanied shipment.” 

(4) If it is expected that declared articles not cleared when the declarant arrives will 
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be included in more than one shipment, including any shipment in bond or of checkeg 
baggage not in bond, no certified duplicate of the declaration shall be furnished, ang 
if one has been prepared it shall be destroyed by the customs officer. For each unaccom- 
panied shipment which is not likely to be forwarded by the foreign shipper before the 
returning resident can communicate with him, and for which a claim under the $100 or 
$300 exemption will be made, a card, customs Form 3349, shall be issued to the declarant, 
who shall be informed as to its proper preparation and that it shall be forwarded to the 
foreign shipper for attachment to the unaccompanied shipment.” Customs Form 3349 
shall not be given to a declarant when it will serve no purpose, as when an unaccom- 
panied shipments has been despatched or will be forwarded before the foreign shipper 
can receive the card. (TDs 45193, 51066, 51125, 51591, 51975; BCL 2074, 4-1-40) 

(5) When a shipment arrives with customs Form 3349 enclosed therein or attached 
to the shipping papers, and in other cases where allowance under the $100 or $300 exemp- 
tion is claimed elsewhere than at the port of the claimant’s arrival in respect of an un- 
accompanied or bonded shipment but no certified duplicate declaration is presented, the 
collector at the port where the shipment is held for clearance shall fill in the top portion 
of customs Form 6059-A and forward it to the port where the claimant of the exemption 
arrived. The collector for such port of arrival shall certify on the Form 6059-A the 
amount or amounts of exemption allowable and return the form to the clearance port. 
Upon receipt of the properly completed Form 6059-A at the clearance port, such form 
shall be treated in all respects as a certified duplicate declaration and disposed of in the 
same manner. (TDs 45193, 5106, 51125, 51591, 51975; BCL 2074, 4-1-40) 

(6) No application of the $100 or $300 exemption to an unaccompanied or bonded 
shipment shall be allowed in any case until the collector is satisfied by a certified duplicate

(d) Replacements.—When any article purported to be in a shipment declared by a 
returning resident is not found, or is so broken or destroyed as to constitute a nonimporta- 
tion (section 10.17 (1)), and a replacement for such article may be claimed to be free 
under the $100 or $300 exemption, the customs officer who clears the shipment through 
customs shall issue to the importer customs Form 3349 showing the port where the resi- 
dent returned. The form should be sent by the resident to the foreign supplier to ac- 
company the article shipped to replace the short or damaged articles. (Secs. 498, 624, 46

is permitted to retain it until the full 
licensed amount has been shipped. 

Early in September this procedure will 
be changed. The application form will no 
longer be used as the license: instead, the 
actual license will be prepared by OIT on 
safety-paper, typed in a unique type face, 
and validated in such a way as to be 
forgery-proof. This license will then be 
mailed to the exporter. When he first 
submits his license to Customs, it will be 
retained in Customs files until the entire 
licensed amount has been shipped. If the 
exporter wishes to ship part of his licensed 
goods from another port. Customs will 
teletype approval to the other port. It 1. 
believed that this procedure will eliminate 
the possibility of evading export quota re- 
strictions through the practice of raising 
the quantity shown on the face of the 
license and then destroying the evidence of 
such alterations by “losing” the license 
after 90% of the goods have been shipped. 

The third significant step in _ this 
strengthened enforcement program was 
heralded by the issuance of regulations gov- 
erning the authentication and use of the 
Shipper’s Export Declaration. The regula- 
tions are designed to furnish a more ef- 
fective means for Customs and Post Office 
officials to police the actual exportation of 
commodities which are subject to export 
licensing restrictions, and to place safe- 
guards around the preparation and use of 
the export declaration. To accomplish this 
latter purpose, the declaration, originally 
designed as a statistical document only, 
is made an export control document, sub- 
ject to the protections and penalties of the 
export control law. 

The regulations provide for careful com- 
parison of the export declaration with the 
export license before goods may be delivered 
to the pier for loading: any discrepancy 
between the two documents is sufficient 
cause for Customs Officials to refuse to 
authenticate the declaration. The declara- 
tion, formerly prepared in duplicate, is now 


filed in triplicate, the third copy being useq 
for checking and inspecting shipments be- 
fore exportation. Customs officials may 
require exporters and their agents to fur- 
nish any document relevant to the expor- 
tation, and to furnish full proof of their 
identity and right to participate in for- 
warding the shipment. Declarations may 
be prepared, presented and signed only by 
exporters, their forwarding agents, and au- 
thorized officers and employees of either. 
The exporter must delegate authority to 
his forwarder by signing a power of at- 
torney on the declaration or by means of 
a general power of attorney filed with the 
Collector of Customs. 

The signing and presentation of the dec- 
laration constitute a representation by the 
exporter or his agent that all statements 
made in the declaration are true, that the 
exportation is authorized under general 
license or under a validated license referred 
to in the declaration, and that all terms 
of any regulations applicable to the ship- 
ment have been met. 

An important new requirement is the 
“clean copy” clause, which provides that 
Customs officials may not authenticate any 
declaration showing evidence of altera- 
tion or amendment. However, forwarding 
agents may insert or correct certain spe- 
cific kinds of information peculiarly within 
their own knowledge, provided that they 
identify such insertions as they may make 
and accept responsibility for misrepresen- 
tations in matters which they insert or cor- 
rect. In addition, Customs offiicals may, 
at their discretion, authenticate an amend- 
ed declaration if emergency conditions pre- 
clude the preparation of a new form. Any 
authorized changes must be noted and ap- 
proved by the Collector of Customs at the 
time of authentication. No alterations may 
be made after such authentication except 
for the name and sailing date of the car- 
rier — and only then if the change is 
identified by the original carrier company 
and approved by the Collector before load-

REPORT ON MEXICAN AGRICULTURE 


Despite the growing industrialization of Mexico, its economy will probably continue 
to be primarily agricultural for many years, according to the report just issued by the 
United Stated Tariff Commission on Agricultural, Pastoral, and Forest Industries in 
Mexico. At present, about four-fifths of the Mexican people are dependent for their 
livelihood on the cultivation of the soil and the raising of livestock. Wide variations in 
climate permit a large diversification of agriculture, but the total area suitable for cul- 
tivation is relatively limited. About a third of Mexico’s area is grazing land, mostly 
low in carrying capacity.

SUPPLEMENTAL IMPORT GUOTA ON LONG-STAPLE COTTON 


The President has issued a proclamation, effective immediately, permitting addi- 
tional importation of long-staple cotton before the opening of the quota year on Sep- 
tember 20 under licenses to be issued by the United States Tariff Commission. Under 
the proclamation licenses to import cotton having a staple of 14% inches or more but less 
than 1-11/16 inches in length will be granted to individual cotton manufacturing con- 
cerns only in such amounts as shall be determined by the Tariff Commission to be es- 
sential on the basis of information obtained by the Commission from the concerns. 

After a license has been issued importation may be completed by the licensee or 
through whatever trade channel he designates. Upon issuance the original license will 
be sent by the Tariff Commission directly to the Commissioner of Customs, through 
whom the administration of the customs clearance will be centralized. Each applicant 
will be advised by wire of any license granied and a copy of the license will be for- 
warded to each. 

The maximum total additional quantity of cotton permitted entry before September 
20, 1948, under the proclamation is set at. 18,000,000 pounds. The supplemental quota is 
in addition to the annual quota of 45,656,420 pounds, which has already been filled 

Copies of the form to be used in applying for a license to import long-staple cotton 
under the supplemental quota have been sent to all mills that are known to use long- 
staple cotton. Additional copies of the form may be obtained from the United States 
Tariff Commission, $8th and E Streets, N. W., Washington 25, D. C., or from the New York 
office of the Commission, Room 437 Custom House. 

Applicants are urged to request authorization to import only such foreign cottons 
and in such quantities as are absolutely essential in their manufacturing processes dur- 
ing the remainder of this quota year and to give in full the information requested 
on the application form. tequests for excessive amounts or requests not supported by 
sufficient evidence may result in _unavoide ible delz ays.

If an authenticated declaration showing 
evidence of any unauthorized alteration is 
presented to any person in the course of 
exportation, that person is directed to take 
no action toward facilitating the shipment, 
but must report the facts to the Collector 
and turn over the declaration to him. 

These new regulations will not seriously 
alter trade practices of most exporters. In 
a few instances it may develop that a per- 
son who has been applying for export li- 
censes is not a true exporter under OIT’s 
definitions, since he is not, in fact, the 
the principal party-in-interest in the trans- 
action of exportation, and does not have 
the power and responsibility to determine 
and control and sending of goods out of 
the country. His true role is that of sup- 
plier, and he should not apply for export 
licenses. 

Again, many exporters have in the past 
left all the details of filing export declara- 
tions to their forwarders. Under the new 
regulations, the forwarding agent must be 
named in a power of attorney form signed 
by the exporter and filed with the Collector 
of Customs. (Alternatively, the exporter may 
designate his forwarding agent by signing 
the power of attorney form on the export 
declaration itself.) Customs officials may 
demand proof of due authorization of the 
agent before authenticating any declaration 
which he may present. 

The form of power of attorney to be exe- 
cuted by exporters in favor of their for- 
warding agents is available in all Depart- 


should be filed by ail exporters in favor 
of their forwarding agents since Collectors 
of Customs will not clear shipments after 
September 15, 1948 if such forms have not 
been filed. 

OIT’s new enforcement regulations have 
a similar function to the rules that govern 
automobile traffic. They are designed to 
keep things moving, to flag down the vio- 
lators and to improve conditions for the 
vast majority of law-abiding citizens. The 
new rules are not expected to cause any 
undue difficulty for the legitimate exporter, 
and they will assure him that his unethical 
competitors will no longer get away with 
flagrant disregard of export control regula- 
tions. 

We in OIT who are responsible for carry- 
ing out the expanded enforcement program 
are not trying to establish a record for con- 
victions. Rather, we are attempting to se- 
cure effective compliance with our regula- 
tions and with the purposes of the export 
control law. We know our program will 
have the support of all reputable exporters. 
We are trying to make our regulations as 
specific and clear as possible so that all 
may be advised of exactly what is and what 
is not required. This definition of what 
constitutes illegal practices should narrow 
the area of enforcement to the few who 
are deliberate violators. At the same time, 
the establishment of an adequate enforce- 
mnt staff will protect the trade generally 
from the unfair competition of those who 
refuse to observe the rules.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


ETHIOPIA—The postage rates (which include transit charges) applicable to parcel 
post packages for I{thiopia have been increased. 

CANADA—Postmaster Albert Goldman announces that it has come to attention that 
Domestic reply-paid post cards are being mailed addressed to Canada, apparently under 
the misapprehension that the reply halves thereof will be honored in that country in the 
same manner as the reply halves of international reply-paid post cards. Neither United 
States domestic reply-paid cards, nor business reply envelopes, should be sent to Canada, 
or any other foreign country. 

SAARLAND—The French Postal Administration has notified the Department at 
Washington that it is now ready to resume the issue and payment of money orders in 
Saarland. Therefore, beginning immediately applications for money orders to be paid 
in that Territory (Saar Basin, Saarbrucken, or Saargebiet), may be accepted. 

CHINA—The following dimensions now aply to parcel post packages for all places 
in China to which there is parcel post service: Greatest length, 3% feet. Greatest length 
and girth combined, 7 feet; provided, however, that parcels exceeding 6 feet in combined 
length and girth are restricted to 2% feet in length. 

GERMANY Intfective at onee, the prohibition against penicillin and streptomycin 
the mails to Germany is removed. This applies to civilian addresses only. 
JAPAN—The quantity of streptomycin which may be sent in a single gift parcel 
to Japan is increased to 14% grams or 1.500,000 units. 

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—Flour is prohibited in the parcel post and regular mails 
to the Union of South Africa. 


REGULATIONS SUMMARIZED 
SWITZERLAND’S IMPORT LICENSE 


The import licensing and exchange regulations now in foree in Switzerland hav: 
een summarized in a recent report from the American Legation at Bern, Switzerland 
The import license, which carries with it the right to foreign exchange, has an 


in 


original period of validity of two months. A license is renewable twice for a _ period 
of three months at each renewal. In practice, the authorities are currently reported 
to be liberal in granting license renewals. The amount indicated on the license covers 
the value at the Swiss border. <A tolerance of 5% on both quantity and value is allowed. 
There is no maximum value at which merchandise may be shipped without an import 
license. If the commodity in question requires a licetse, the license must be obtained 
regardless of the value. Actual samples which possess no commercial value are exempt 
from license requirements Import licenses are not required for gifts sent by parcel 
post. Although many items require import licenses, licenses have been freely granted on 


most commodities to established importers. 


CHINESE REQUIREMENTS COVERING CONSULAR INVOICES 


Because of apparent misinformation on the subject, the attention of exporters is di- 
rected to the present Chinese requirements covering consular invoices. The minimum 
value of imports into China requiring a consular invoice is US$90 and not US$66.60. 
Although this fact was reported in an early Customs Notification issued at Shanghai. 
there haus been some misconception to the effect that a consular invoice is required for 
shipments valued in excess of 90 Customs Gold Units (CGU), equivalent to US$66.60. The 
change was necessitated when the gold content of the Customs Gold Unit was abolished 
early in June, 1946, which caused the CGU to lose its special significance in the valuation 
of imports and assessments of import duties. At the same time its use in all documents 
presented to the Chinese Customs was discontinued. 

The Customs Gold Unit, introduced in China in 1930 to protect Customs collections 
(which served as security for a large volume of China’s indebtedness) against fluctua- 
tions in the value of silver, was never coined, but Customs Gold Unit, notes were issued 
These now circulate simply as a supplementary currency along with Chinese National 
dollars, one Customs Gold Unit (CGU) being the equivalent of CN$20.

June, 1948 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced today that United 
States exports to ECA countries in Europe declined to $324.1 million in June compared 
with $343.9 million in May and a monthly average of $374.8 million during the first quarter 
of 1948. On the other hand general imports into the United States from those countries 
rose to $81.1, million in June compared with $65.3 million’ in May and a monthly average 
of $72.9 million in the first quarter. Exports to Turkey and China, the ECA countries of 
Asia,, declined from the relatively high level of $49.6 million in May to $30.6 million in 
June. Imports from those two countries have remained fairly stable, amounting to $13.8 
million in June, Compared with $13.5 million in May and a monthly average of $13.6 
million during the first quarter. (F. T. 951)

TERMINATION OF BRAZILIAN TRADE AGREEMENT 


(PROCLAMATION NO. 2802) 


WHEREAS (1), pursuant to the authority conferred by section 350 (a) of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended by the act of June 12, 1934 entitled “AN ACT TO amend the Tariff 
Act of 1930” (48 Stat. 943 and 944, ch. 474) the President of the United States of America 
entered into a trade agreement with the President of the Republic of the United States 
of Brazil on February 2, 1935 including notes exchanged on April 17, 1935 (49 Stat. (pt. 2) 
3809 to 3835), which trade agreement was proclaimed by the President on December 2, 
1935 (49 Stat. (pt. 2) 3808 to 3836); 

WHEREAS (2), the Government of the United States of America has agreed with the 
Government of the United States of Brazil that said trade agreement referred to in the 
lst recital of this proclamation, except the right of termination thereof on six months’ 
notice, shall be inoperative for such time as the United States of America and the United 
States of Brazil are both contracting parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, dated October 30, 1947, as defined in article XXXII thereof: 

WHEREAS (3), as indicated in the’ 7th recital of Proclamation 2761A of December 16, 
1947, the Government of the United States of America is applying said general agreement 
provisionally on and after January 1, 1948 with the result that the United States of 
America is such a contracting party; 

WHEREAS (4), as indicated in the 5th recital of the proclamation by the President 
of July 15, 1948, supplementing said proclamation of December 16, 1947, the Government 
of the United States of Brazil will be such a contracting party on July 31, 1948; and 

WHEREAS the final sentence of said section 359 (a) of the Tariff Act of 1930 authorizes 
the President to terminate in whole or in part the proclamation carrying out any trade 
agreement entered into under section 350 (a): 

NOW THEREFORE, be it known that I, Harry S. Truman, President of the United 
States of America, acting under the authority conferred by the section 350 (a) of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended, do hereby proclaim that said proclamation of December 2, 1935 
shall not be in effect after July 30, 1948 except insofar as it relates to the termination on 
six months’ notice of said trade agreement of February 2, 1935 including said notes 
exchanged on April 17, 1935. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the Seal of the 
United States of America to be atftixed. 

DONE at the City of Washington this thirty-first day of July in the year of our Lord 

nineteen hundred and forty-eight and of the Independence of the United States 
[SEAL] of America the one hundred and seventy-third. 


: LATIN-AMERICA CUSTOMS UNION 


Four nations—Ecuador, Colombia, Venezuela and Panama—signed 4 pact, to be known 
as the Charter of Quito, for the creation of a customs union and for co-operation on 
economic matters. ; 

The pact was signed at the conclusion of the two-week Gran Colombiana Conference, 
during which Ecuador pushed the customs union idea, with Colombia following. Venezuela 
was hesitant, urging more careful study and cautioning against any plunge without 
adequate background information. Panama all but withdrew from the conference on the 
ground that its economy is tied to that of the United States and differs from the other 
three countries. 

The United States has no objection to a customs union patterned after the Benelux 
arrangement of Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxemburg. The United States would oppose 
any agreement that discriminated against other countries, but as now written the Quito 
treaty does not discriminate against non-participating nations.

The first two precautions are practically identical with information set forth jp 
B.E.P.Q.455, Revised. These relate to permits and the certification of all plants, fresh 
unfrozen vegetables and commercial shipments of cut flowers. F 

Precaution 3 states: “The importation from the United States of America to all earth 
or soil or plants in soil is prohibited, to prevent the introduction of the Japanese peetle.” 

This precaution supersedes paragraph 2 of Article 13 on pages 2 and 3 of B.I.P.Q-455 
Revised, which permitted the entry of earth or soil and plants in soil under certain 
conditions. (B.E.P.Q-455, Revised, Supplement No. 1) 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—GERMANY 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE RESTRICTIONS ON 
THE ENTRY OF PLANT MATERIAL IN THE MAILS 
Since the distribution of the circular B.E.P.Q.—405 and its supplements in 1936-38 
very little information has been received regarding plant quarantine regulations jn 
Germany. Recently, the Allied Committee of Posts and Telecommunications at Berlin 
notified the International Bureau of Universal Postal Union of certain restrictions on the 
entry into Germany of plant material in the mails. Presumably the same restrictions 
apply to plant material entering Germany by other means. The paragraph pertaining to 
the mails from Circular 60 of the International Bureau of the Universal Postal Union js 
quoted below. As the export certificate Form E£Q-375 is printed in four languages, it seems 
to “ulfill the requirement of an international pathological certificate.

NURSERY STOCK, PLANTS, AND SEEDS QUARANTINE 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


The purpose of the quarantine and regulations in this subport is to prevent the 
entry into the United States of injurious plant pests trom all foreign countries. 

Previous revisions of this quarantine have determined that there existed in Europe, 
certain injurious insects and fungus diseases new to and not, theretofore distributed within 
and throughout the United States. They therefore declared it necessary to forbid the 
importation into the United States of certain nursery stock and other plants and seeds 
from all foreign countries, except as provided in rules and regulations supplemental to 
the quarantine. 

The present revision is issued for the purpose of modifying such prohibitions and 
restrictions; specifying many exclusion procedures that have been carried on adminis- 
tratively for considerable periods under the general authority of the regulations; 
prescribing the manner in which the amendment to section 1 of the Plant Quarantine Act, 
approved July 31, 1947 (7 U.S.C. Supp. 154) shall be made effective: and establishing such 
other restrictive measures as are now deemed necessary to prevent the entry of plant pests 

Absolute prohibitions are now prescribed on the importation into the United States of 
specific plant material that might serve as a means of introducing plant pests from foreign 
countries where the pests occur. By authority of section 7 of the Plant Quarantine Act 
(7 U.S.C. 160), the quarantine prohibits the entry into this country of plant material “or 
which a sound biological basis for exclusion exists. Most of these prohibitions are of long 
standing, previously having ‘been administratively ordered as safety measures under the 
general authority of the regulations.

These limitations include the requirement that such nursery stock and other plants and 
seeds be grown under postentry quarantine by or under the supervision of the United 
States Department of Agriculture for the purpose of determining whether imported plant 
material may be infested or infected with plant pests not discernible by port of entry 
inspection. Such remedial measures as are deemed necessary are also prescribed for 
application to imported nursery stock and other plants and seeds found to be infested 
or infected with plant pests. : ; : ;

and plant products to Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to ‘be correct and complete up 
to the time of preparation. ‘but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as a 
substitute for, the original texts of the appropriate orders, and it is not to be interpreted 
as legally authcritative.

Letter No. 161 contains further details on H. R. 5965, an interpretation by Commis- 
sioner Mealey of Section 5(d) of the Federal Alcohol Administration Act dealing with 
returns of merchandise, an explanation by Commissioner Mealey of the allowance of 
drawback on imported distilled spirits or wines which have been imported in bulk, tax- 
paid, and thereafter offered for export, and a simplified analysis of the new regulations 
with respect to the labeling and advertising of wines and spirits.

There is published below for your information and guidance section 3150 (a) of the 
Internal Revenue Code, as amended by Public Law No. 857, 80th Congress, approved June 
30, 1948: 

There shall be levied and collected on all beer, lager beer. ale, porter and other 
similar fermented liquor, containing one-half of 1 per centum, or more, of alcohol brewed 
or manufactured and sold, or removed for consumption or sale, within the United States 
or imported into the United States, by whatever name such liquors may be called, a tax 
of $7 for every ‘barrel containing not more than thirty-one gallons, and at a like rate for 
any other quantity or for the fractional parts of. a barrel authorized and defined by law 
Imported fermented malt liquors shall, during the continuance of the war-tax rate on 
fermented malt liquors prescribed in section 1650 ($8 in lieu of $7 as stated in the 
preceding sentence), be subject to tax at such rate in lieu of the rate hereinbefore pre- 
scribed. In estimating and computing such tax, the fractional parts of a barre] shall be 
halves, thirds, quarters, sixths, and eighths; and any fractional part of a barrel, containing 
less than one-eighth. shall be accounted one-eighth; more than one-eighth, and not more 
than one-sixth, shall be accounted one-sixth; more than one-sixth, and not more than 
one-fourth, shall be accounted one-fourth; more than one-fourth, and not more than 
one-third, shall be accounted one-third; more than one-third, and not more than one-half. 
shall be accounted one-half; more than one-half, and not more than one barrel, shall be 
acounted one barrel; and not more than one barrel, and not more than sixty-three gallons. 
shall be accounted two barrels, or a hogshead 

The provisions of this section requiring the accounting of hogsheads, barrels, and 
fractional parts of barrels at the next higher quantity shall not apply where the contents 
of such hogsheads, ‘barrels, or fractional parts of barrels are within the limits of tolerance 
established by the Commissioner by regulations which he is hereby authorized to prescribe 
with the approval of the Secretary; and no assessment shall be made and no tux shall 
be collected for any excess in any case where the contents of the hogsheads, barrels, or 
fractional parts of barrels heretofore or hereafter used are within the limits of the 
tolerance so prescribed. (Publie Law 857—S0th Congress). 

Under the proviso to item 805 of Schedule XX of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, imported ale, porter, stout, and beer become dutiable at the rate of 12% 
cents per gallon. 

The rates of duty and internal-revenue tax mentioned herein will be effective as 
to such merchandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or 


after August 1, 1948. (T.D. 51972) 


IMPORTED BEER AND OTHER SIMILAR IMPORTED 
FERMENTED LIQUORS 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the first sentence of section 3150 (a) of the Internal 
Revenue Code (imposing a tax on fermented liquors) is amended to read as follows 
“There shall be levied and collected on all heer, lager tbeer, ale, porter, and other similar 
fermented liquor, containing one-half of 1 percentum, or more. of alcohol brewed or 
manufactured and sold. or removed for consumption or sale, within the United States, 
or imported into the United States, by whatever name such liquors may be called, a tax 
of $7 for every ‘barrel containing not more than thirty-one gallons, and at a like rate for 
any other quantity or for the fractional parts of a ‘barrel authorized and defined by law”. 

See. 2. That section 3150 (a) of the Internal Revenue Code is further amended by 
inserting between the first and second sentences thereo* the following sentence: “Imported 
fermented malt liquors shall, during the continuance of the war-tax rate on fermented 
malt, liquors prescribed in section 1650, be subject to tax at such rate in lieu of the rate 
hereinbefore prescribed”. 

Sec. 3. The amendment made by this Act shall take effect on the first day of the first 
month which begins at least ten davs after the date of the enactment of this Act.
